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GUY’S  DROPPER  Carbide  Cap  Lamp 

The  GUY’S  DROPPER  lamp  is  very  well  known  to  miners  and  collectors  of  mining 
lights.  As  well  it  should  be,  since  the  lamps  were  made  for  nearly  fifty  years 
by  the  Shanklin  Manufacturing  Company  of  Springfield,  Ill.  George  Shanklin 
started  making  the  narrow-waisted  style  lamps  about  1912  in  a  backporch  shop. 

He  was  joined  by  his  brothers  Edgar  and  William  Elmer  in  what  became  a  well 
established  manufacturing  business  during  the  World  War  I  period. 

In  1919,  the  company  achieved  its  record  annual  production  of  750,000  lamps.  . 
Edgar  was  President  and  George  was  General  Manager  while  the  business  flurished 
in  the  ear3.y  '20s.  After  Edgar  had  died,  George  decided  to  sell-out  and  retire 
about  1925.  The  sale  was  apparently  accomplished  by  1927  when  several  new  officers 
arc  found  associated  with  the  company.  Theodore  Hoffacker  was  Chairman  of  the 
Board  and  George  W.  Frost  was  vice-president.  Elmer  Shanklin  was  still  listed 
as  President  that  year  but  was  soon  forced  out  and  he  started  a  competitive 
company  called  Shanklin  Metal  Products  Co.  (another  story).  Some  bad  business 
decisions  by  the  new  officers  compounded  by  the  start  of  the  Great  Depression 
forced  the  sale  of  the  company  again  in  the  1 30s. 

Universal  Lamp  Co.  bought  the  manufacturing  facilities" in  1932  and  continued 
to  make  GUY'S  DROPPER  lamps  along  with  its  own  AUTO  LITE  brand  until  i960. 
Universal;  closed  the  plant  in  I960  and  transferred  to  Tennessee,  dropping  the 
carbide  lamps  from  its  product  line. 

Throughout  the  five  decades  of  prod¬ 
uction,  the  GUY'S  DROPPER  lamp  was 
made  in  its  basic  narrow-waisted, 
flat-tanked  style.  The  main  feature 
of  these  lamps  is  the  water  valve 
invented  in  1912  ty  Frank  Guy.  This 
invent or/mine r  also  lent  his  name  to 
the  lamp.  Several  dozen  variations  to 
the  lamp  exist,  including  different 
•die  markings,  hook -mounts ,  reflector 
mounts,  and  sizes.  But  all  variations 
are  consistent  in  style  and  brand  name.

Three  other  brand  names  have  been  at¬ 
tributed  to  the  Shanklin  Mfg.  Co. 
before  1930.  Of  two  lamps  with  a  sim¬ 
ilar  style,  one  is  simply  marked 
SHANKLIN  MFG.  CO.  INC.  and  does  not 
have  the  famous  Guy  water  valve ;  the  second  lamp  is  marked  POCAHONTAS  and  does 
use  the  Guy  water  valve.  The  POCAHONTAS  was  patented  in  1925  by  G.  W.  Frost. 

Of  a  totally  different  style  is  the  SQUARELITE.  This  lamp  has  a  square  body  for 
the  water  tank,  is  marked  with  both  GUY'S  DROPPER  end  SQUARELITE,  and  is  found 
in  several  variations.  It  was  patented  In  1916.
